Profit in Raising Mrleu. 

The great demand for mule* during 
the last two years has been brought 
about largelv by the extensive use In 
o..r own arnrv in the We«t Indies and 
ihe Philippines and else the unprece- 
dented demand by the British army 
in South Africa. Good mules 16 
hands high usually sell lor 9125. and 
a pair frequently bring from $300 
to 150. Smaller animals do not sell 
for as m. ch, but as tbey are easily 
produced, are profitable if tbey can 
be sold for 80 or 90. The mule ia 
particularly adapted to use in the 
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tba >■><! iiad prepared a table, laden 
with Korean delicacf 1. (the bride's 
table), aud placed it in one corner of 
the entry.

CENTURY'S MIGRATION. 

Greatest Exodus Europe Ever 
knew or is Ever Likely 
to Enow. 

The greatest migration that history 
is recorded is that of the European 
races during the century now closing. 
Up to 1820 only about 260,000 for- 
eigners moved to this country, which 
has many fold surpassed all the rest 
America in accessions to its popu- 
lation through immigration ; but be- 
ween 1820 aud 1882 more than 17,- 
000,0(10 Europeans left their homea 
for America and other parts of the 
bw werld. 

The high tide of the European exo- 
dus was reached in 1882, when the 
United Dates alone received 800.000 
immigrants. The two next greatest 
years in this movement of population 
were 1888 and 1892, in which two 
years '.his country saw 1,140,000 Eu- 
ropeans enter its ports. Between 1882 
d 1893 the European outpouring 
various pans of the world was over 
9,000,000 aouls. Then followed a de- 
cline in tbe volume of migration, this 
ntrv receiving only a little over 
000 Immigrants in 1894 and M0, 
000 in 1897, wbile arrivals in other 
regions, notably in Braiiland Argen 
tina, about held their own or increas- 
ed. In the six years ending with 1899 
about 3,000,000 Europeans sailed for 
foreign lands. The most trustworthy 
data attainable justify tbe statement 
that during the ceutury Europe has 
been drained 01 about 30,000,000 per 
sons seeking 10 better their fortunes 
in other lands.— New York 8i>n.
